By orders of Government, dated the 1st December 
1837, a Brigade was directed to be raised for the service 
of the King of Oudh, to be designated the “Otxdh 
Auxiliary Force,” consisting of one Regiment of Cavalry 
and two of Infantry ; and on the 6th January foilowino' 
G. G. 0. ISTo. 19 of 1838, appointed the following Officers 
to the Cavalry Corps : —

G. G. 0. 27 6 of 1840, transferred the whole of the 
Oudh Auxiliary Force to the Military Department and 
the Cavalry, which was now commanded by Captain 
G. Mackenzie, was designated the 6th Regiment of Irregular 
Cavalry. 

In 1861, the Commanding Officer, Major Curtis, again 
represented the pecuniary loss which had been suffered^ by 
the Regiment owing to the reduction of the extra Squadron 
in 1849. The Commander-in- Chief recommended that the 
Squadron should be restored, but to this Government 
refused to accede., it was, however, promised that an 
honorary standard should be presented to the Corps in 
commemoration of its services in Sindh, and this was 
received the same year,

In May 1861, tlie Regiment *Was reconstituted in 
common Tsitli the rest of the Bengal Army and its 
designation was altered to the “ 4th Bengal Cavajry” — 
Military Department letter 94, dated the 3rd July 1873, 
authorised that in commemoration of the services of the 
Regiment in Sindh, a badge representing a “ Lion passant 
and regardant ” should be worn on the accoutrements of 
aH ranks. * 

Digest of the services of the 4th Bengal Cavalry. 

The 4tli Regiment, Bengal Cavalry, formerly the 
6th Irregular Cavalry, was raised in 1838, under the 
designation of the 1st Regiment Oudh Auxiliary Horse, 
intended for the service of the King of Oudh, and its hrst 
station was Sirltanpore in the Oudh District. 

In 1840, the Regiment was transferred to the service 
of the East India Company as the 6th Irregular Cavalry. 
Little is known of the Regiment in those days except 
that one squadron was detached in pursuit of a robber 
chief, named Hursookh, 

In 1841, the Regiment went to, Bareilly, and aftej 
remaining there about a year, was ordered to Umballa, 
with a view of forming part of the reserve of the Army 
of Kabul. 

At Umballa it remained about 4 months and on the 
return of the Army of Kabul was sent to Ferozpore in 

1843, and thence to Hansi.

In 1847, however, when the complement of all the 
Regiments of Irregular Cavalry was fixed at 6 troops, 
no exception was allowed in the case of the 6th, Irregu- 
lar Cavalry, and the honorary squadron granted in 1844, 
being again reduced in 1849, not only inflicted great

pecunkry loss on tlie Regiment, but brought all promo- 
tions to a standstill, so that Colonef Mackenzie, then Com- 
manding, in a letter to the Adjutant General states, that 
18 non-commissioned officers were supernumerary, and 
there had been no promotion foe 5 years, a discouraging 
prospect for those men who had done such good sei’vice, 
and 156 of whom were between 15 to 16 years service. 

The pecuniary loss was so heavy that in 1861 the 
then Commander -in-Chief recommended that the Hono- 
rary Standard Squadron should be restored. Governrnent, 
however, refused to accede to this, but eventually pro- 
mised an Honorary Standard in lieu of the Squadron, 
which was received in 18G1. 

But previously to this the Regiment was again sent 
to -Sindh, and quartered at Jacohabad, wiili a detachment 
at “ Kusmore.” 


In 1858 it returned to Multan, and when the 82nd 
and 89th RegimeTits, Kative Infantry mutinied, did good 
service against the mutineers, being commanded at the 
tune by Captain, subsequently Lieut.

Captain K H C. Simpson was sent t<f Fort Shubkaddar 
t,o act against the hill tribes and returned to cantonments 
on the 16th December. 

On the 16th December another detachment of 5 % 
men under command of Lt. W. F. Hamilton was sent 
tp the Thana of Muttra, two miles from the frontier. 
On the night of the 17th December 1863, information 
having been received of an intended attack on the police 
station of Sparsung by the hill tribe of Shilmanzais, a 
detachment of 40 men under Lt. Hamilton, accompanied 
by Risaldar Zabbar Khan and Kote Dafadar (now Jemadar) 
Abdul Summad Khan, marched to the above named post 
and arrived in time to anticipate the attack which took 
place at 12 p.m. at night. 

The hill men numbered from 200 to 300, but only 
two men were wounded on the side of the enemy and 
1 police sepoy, and the detachment returned to canton- 
ments on the 18th January 1864.

Baba, Pezwan, Jattebund. At one period the regi- 
ment was broken up into eleven detachm aits. A 
squadron of the regiment under Captftin IJareiic and Lt. 
Delamain formed a portion of the Safed Sang move- 
able column commanded by Brigadier General G. C. 
Arbuthnot, R- A. A portion of the regiment with the 
headquarters accompanied General Arbuthnot in liis expen- 
ditions to Wazeer Killa and Hissarak in April 1880 

The regiment left Safed Sang about the middle of 
Augifst, and marching via Peshawar, Koliat ami 
Kooshalghur, reached Rawalpindi, on the 6th Septem- 
.ber 1880.

A team from the 4th squadron 10 men (Jats) also 
won the tug-of-war, the whole of the Bengal Cavalry and 
Bengal Lancers regiments at the camp competing.

The regiment was employed during 1890 in carrying 
out the ordinary routine of drills and parades, etc, etc. 

The regiment marched from* Fyzabad on the 24th 
October 1891 and arrived at the Cavalry Camp oi ii^truc- 
tion at Aligarh on the 25th November 1891.

From 1892 to 1897 the ragiinent was employed in 
carrying out tfie ordinary routine of drills, parades and 
musketry at Cawn]iore.

1898. 

During 1898 and 1899 the regiment remained sta- 
tioned at Saugor, 'iwoviding detachments of one squadron 
at Jubhulpore and one troop at Sutua.

The Segment arrived at Attahabad on 4th March 
and was stationed in Chatham Lines, being re-arm jd with 
the Lee-EnfieW rifles in J uno of that year. 

The following extracts from a letter written on the 
9th June 1903, to an officer in the Regiment by Colonel 
H. E. Jarrett who left tlie liegiinent in 1868 give some 
inferesting details of the uxiiform worn in the Regiment 
during the period 1857 — 1808, and of the liistory of the 
black leather helmet with the double headed Prussian 
eagle and w’'hite plume which Vfss tlie Regimentid head- 
dress for many years, dating from the early forties : —

I joined the Regiment again in 1864. The saddle 
had been changed to the Hussar type, the u'iiEorm, full 
dress, was still the same, chapkan,* gold laced pouch belt, 
sabretache, etc., but the Commander-m-Chie£ had stopped 
the wearing of the black helmet, and we had some other 
kind of helmet with a brass spike and some brass fittings. 

In 1866 we reverted again to the old Prussian 
helmet without the white plume. In place of the plume 
we had a pugree with a gold tassel. If the Regimental 
Tetter books for ’64, ’67 and ’68 are still existing, there 
ought to be an account of the origin of the helmet in 
them, for on more than one occasion Colonel Curtis 
represented to the Government the peculiar circumstances 
in which the helmet was first worn by permission of the 
.military authorities, of the day. As far as my memory 
aids me the Regiment, as the 6th I. C., was serving ia 
Sindh (I suppose in Sir Charles Hapier’s command, but 
am not sure). Prince Waldemar of Prussia was attached 
to the Regiment in the capacity of Military Attaclie, 
desirous of witnessing frontier warfare. When it was 
over and on leaving the Regiment, he obtained permission 
from his own Government to present the helmet as a 
Regimental headdress to be worn in fuU dress, in recog- 
nition of his services with it, and as a mark of honour 
from the King of Prussia. The helmet, I believe, was 
worn in Prince Waldemar’s Regiment, one of the Prussian 
Guards. It consisted of black polished leather, bound 
round with a thin brass edging and crossed over front and 
ridea with brass. In the centre was the double headed 
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lit.

Duriug 1913 the Regiment remained at Fyzaljad 
doing garrison duty, and attended Divisional Manceuvres 
near Sitapur during January. 

Year 1914. 

The Regiment arrived by rail at Bareilly from 
Fyzabad on the 5th and 6th January 1914. 

In March, the Regiment was given an allotment 
of 1,500 acres of ground in Eukh Mahan Davi for the 
purposes of a horse run. 

In August the Regiment was mobilised for 
Field Service and left Bareilly for Bombay by train on 
Srd September 1914. The Regiment embarked in two 
transports on the 15th September having been in 
camp in the interim at Colaba. During this period 
torrential rains fell. The tent accommodation was limited 
and the camp was more than once-^ooded out For the 
first time in their lives too, the men had to do without 
syces (no syces were mobilised : the mules were left 
behind at Bareilly and handed over to Government) so 
that all the dirty work of cleaning up horse lines and 
camp had to be performed by the men themselves witii- 
out any extraneous assistance. This, owing to the friction 
between the Military authorities aud the Bombay Munici- 
pality, added to the dirty weather, was no light task 
However it was all good practice for the work which lay 
before the Regiment in French Flanders. In the morn- 
ijfes the Regiment marched bare backed in watering 
pmv, the men wearing bathing kit of sorts, to Back Ba;^

After this experience, the next day the Regiment 
was ordered into Marseilles and bivouaced in a hangar in 
the harbour. ^ 

Sir tPames Willcocks, the Corps Commander anitn 
adverted in strong terms on this stampede attributing 
the blame (a) on -the Silladar system (dection 1) (i) 
on the picquecting gear. The defence of the Regiment 
to the following effect w<is, however, unanswerable. 

1, Forseeing a corapaign in Europe, pegs of extra length 
had been purchased in India. 2. The local staff had 
more than once been warned that a stampede was possible 
and a change of camp had been asked for. 6. Indents 
for the long rope system of picquetting had been put in, 
but bad been refused. 

At Marseilles one Officer and 17 rank and file of the 
French Army joined as lot-rpreters. It was a problem 
how to mess thum, as there was’ no Mess Kit and they 
varied so greatly in their social rank and status, H nvever 
this problem in the end settled itself, for as the weeks 
went by it became evident that Cavalry gun Cavalry 
would not be afforded much opportunity of action in their 
true roll, and one by one these French Interpreters were 
driifted off to the new units then, arrivitig from England 
until there remained only Mr. J.R. Giraud, Mr. F, Hamant’ 
Mr. P Fournelles, Mr. E. Gissengar, and later Mr. C. Pinto 
joined the Regiment, It may as well be placed on record 
here that these French Interpreters worked hard and <oive 
of their best. They were liked and appreciated by all 
ranks and the Regiment was much indebted to them /

US at Bareilly. We were on tihe extreme right of the 
British line and linked up with the French Mt,^ which 
then was the spur o£ Givenchy projecting towards 
Labassee. During our occupation, this spur was heavily 
attacked by the Germans, which attack the French most 
successfully repulsed. The French reinforced our section 
with a battery of 75s and a French territorial battalion. 
The weather even to Europeans was most unpropitious. 
Earn fell constantly and in that lowlying ground, the 
mornings were always misty, so. that the sun even when 
it did venture, was late in putting in an appearance and 
as it grew dark by 4 p.m. there were but few actual hours 
• of daylight left. The Regiment marchtd into the 
trenches with lances, swords and rifles, l ur the two first 
weapons were soon discarded in favor of the rifle and 
bayonet, which latter weapons had been issued to the 
men. 

On the 12th November the Regiment concentrated 
in billets at Locon and on the 13th idem furnished a 
digging party of 200 men at Croix Barbee, when 1 man 
was killed. On the 16th; 100 rifles'were attached to the 
21st Indian Infantry Brigade for duty in the trenches, the 
¥. G. Section reinforced the 2/39th Gharwals in the 
centre section and 100 all ranks formed the Divisional 
reserve at Letouret. 

From the 1 6th to 21st November the Begiment was 
hilletted at Locon furnishing digging parties of 200 men 
near Letouret on the 18th and 19 th and near Festu- 
bert on the 20th and 21st. One I. 0. (Ressaidar Udmi 
Earn subsequently received the 1. D. S. M. for refusing 
to leave his digging party though wounded) and 2" men 
j^ere wounded during this period.

On the 4th the Regiment returned to 
billets in Locon and from the 4th lo the 7th dio-o-ino' 
parties varying in strength from 120 to 150 men *^were 
furnished at Festubert, 1 man being killed and 2 wound- 
ed during this period. 

On the 12th the Regiment moved to billets at Croix 
Marmeuse and Fosse. On this day 1 man in the M. G 
Section was killed. 

Digging parties of 253 all ranks were furnished 
near Lacouture on the 16th, 17th and 18th. On the 18th 
and 20th the Regiment moved to Letouret as Divisional 
Reserve and on 21st and 22nd occupied and improved 
reserve trenches east of Letouret returning to billets at 
Croix Marmeuse on the 23rd December. • 

On the 24th the Regiment marched via Robecq to 
billets at La Miquellerie, where it remained till the 25th 
January 1915, being rejoined by the M, G. Section on 
27th December 1914. 

Owing to bad weather and to the fact that the majority 
of the men were separated from their horses, the wear 
and tear of horses and equipment was very gre-nt. The

There was too a natural feeling of soreness, that after a 
year’s campaigning, the Regiment should have to leave the 
country with the Germans still holding the same line they 
held when the Regiment first faced them. On the other 
hand, no doubt some of the Indian ranks congratulated 
themselves that they would not have to face the rio-ours 
of another winter’s campaign in French Flanders. Little 
did any one imagine that he was shortly about to face 
hardships and climatic conditions both cold and heat far 
greater than any he had been exposed to in Europe.

About noon on the 21st January heavy rain set :in and 
lasted for two days, turning the country on the left bank 
of the Tigris into a swamp and rendering it Jalmost 
impassable for Cavalry. These conditions, which were 
aggravated by the steady flow towards the Tigris of 
water from foothills to the north, lasted with the ex- 
ception of a week, well into February. In these circum- 
stances daily protective reconnaissances proved a most 
arduous duty and observation was rendered difficult 
owing to mirage which distorted bushes into columns 
of troops, and outlined seemingly rising ground and 
blufis, where in reality nothing but bare plain existed.

At 9 p. m on the ISth, the Regiment joined the 
remainder of the Cavlilry Brigade at Arab village, crossed 
to the Tigris left bank and made a night march havino- 


for its object the collection and bringing back to camp 
such grain and other supplies as might be found in Arab 


encampments about 10 miles North of the Hannah bend. 
The operation was successful and the Regiment readied 
Twin Canals at 12-30 p. m* on the 14tb. On the 26 h 
tlie Regiment paraded at a strength of 200 lances and M. 
G. Section and proceeded to take up a line of observation 
on the Jumailiat Canal from Prospect point to within 4 
miles of the Dujailah redoubt, touch being maintained 
with the 7th Lancers who prolonged the line to the East. 
On arrival at the Canal and ridge small parties of Arabs 
were observed retiring towards Gusab’s Fort, dlie Regi- 
ment returned to Camp at 11 a.m, ° 

From the 27th to 30th, 2 Squadrons and M.G. Section 
paraded daily at 3-30 a m. and took up approximately the 
same line returning to Camp at about 11a. m. Evening 
patrols to Sodom and toAvards Jumailiat ridge continued 
to be furnished as before. On the 29th June, 2 Squadrons 
Were employed from 8 a.m. till noon, searching for 
carts of a stampeded convoy. 

During this month, a few E. P. and some G. S- 
tents wepe received for use of the Regiment. Hiiherto 
die men had either bivouaced in the open or under 
shelters made of lances and waterproof sheets. The 
weather grew unbearably hot. It was almost impossible 
to work man or horse after 8 a. m. Indeed after this 
hour no movement was supposed to take place. 

Supplies begun to run short and scurvy commenced

The former constantly 
attacked convoys and parties of men and the latter were 
always on the watch to sneak into camp and get awav 
with rifles. 

During July the Regiment remained at Twin Canals 
carrying out following duties : — 

1st to 5th and 31 St, 2 squadrons on screening duty 
on the Jumailiat Ridge On the 11th, the Eegiment 
escorted the G O.G. Cavalry Brigade on his reconnausance 
from Jumailiat Post to Lots Mound. 21st and 22nd 
screening duty Jumailiat Ridge. 

On remaining days of the month, Squadrons were 
employed as escorts to convoys, two squadrons of 50 
lances being furnished on 9 days and 1 squadron of same 
strength on 12 days 

During the month, one man was killed on patrol 
duty. 

From 1st to the 11th, the Regiment remained at 
Twin Canals furnishing daily escorts varying from the 
30 to 70 men, with one squadron constantly in readiness 
to turn out. 

On the 1 0th August, less escorts, the Regiment 
furnished the usual observation screen on the Jumailiat 
Ridge. 

During its stay at Twin Canals, the duties carried 
out by the Regiment as shown above were of an 
exceptionally arduous nature. At night all round 
protection for camp had to be provided and on several 
occasions men employed on night piequet duty had t o 
go on reconnaissance or escort in, the morning. Th e 
heat throughout was excessive and, owir^ to heavy

outbreak of scurvy in July, brought about by insufficient 
and unsuitable rations and by exposure, the effective 
strength of the regiment constantly diminished, and in 
consequence the increasing number of surplus horses to be 
looked after, threw an added strain on the remaining men. 

On the 12 th August, the^egiment marched to Arab 
Tillage on the Tigris bank, there joining the Cavalry 
Briga<le. ' The change was needed and much appreciated. 

Escorts were furnished on the 13 th. and 2oth, and 
Brigade fatigues on. the 15th, 17th and 23rd August. 
On the ISth Brigade drill. 

On the 2Sth, the regiment paraded dismounted for 
the presentation of the I. D. S. Medal to S. A S. Mul 
Chand Sharma. 

On the 31st “A” Squadron strength, 1 B. 0 , 3 I. Os. 
40 0. Rs. and 80 horses marched to Shaikh Saad for duty 
with the local purchasing officer at that place. By this 
time in spite of all precaution to check it, scurvy had taken 
a strong hold of regiment equally with other Indian 
troops, and during the moiith no less than 103 men were 
evacuated on account of this disease. 

During this month the regiment remained at Arab 
village carrying out the following training : —

bags. 12th Brigade scheme, the regiment forming 
skeleton enemy. 

Throughout the month, individual and squadron 
training of reinforcements.

to the fact that the rifles of «ich section were placed in a 
shallow 'trench covered over with a ground sheet and slept 
on by two or three men. This practice was in nq sense 
anmilitary as the rifles were easily accessible to the men 
and were absolutely safeguarded. Tactically the enemy 
mounted troops met in the field were Turkish Cavalry - 
and irregular Arab horsemen usuajiy designated Budhoos. 
The former had a regular organisation were indifferently 
mounted and 'equipped and seldom, if ever, acted with 
boldness and vigour. The latter came of fighting tribes, 
were mounted on small, wiry, bandy and "fast country 
breds and were armed with Mauser’s and Martini Henry’s 
which they fired off from horseback at ranges up to 2000 
yards. As a rule they operated in cossaek or lava forma- 
tion, and were employed principally in screemng duties and 
reconnaissance, and to hang on to the flanks of Infantry, 
with a view to cutting up small or isohvted parties of men. 
They were chiefly dangerous during withdrawals and in 
following up rear guards. Owing to their practice of 
mutilating and .stripping wounded, men and prisoners, it 
was an axiom that all wounded should be brought away, 
and that scouts or very small patrols should not be 
employed owing to the danger of their being cut off. 
S^xceptwhecr in preponderating' numbers, the Budhoos 
would never stand a charge, and were easily kept off by 
shell and to a less degree by M. 0. fire.

The British Officers noted in the margin embarked oii 
the S. S. Torilla and returned with 
the Regiment to India. Of these 
Officers Major Johnston having pre- 
ceded the Regiment to France, and 
Captain Wilson and Benton having 
joined en route in Egypt, Lieut.-Col.

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On.lOtli October tbe Mons (1914) Star was presen- 
ted on piirade by G. 0 C., 10 tb Cavalry Brigade to all 
officers and men present with, tbe Eegiment who- were 
entitled to the dccora'ion. 

General G. Baldwin congratulated tbe recipients on 
parade and said:— “This medal will, I feel sure, be the 
most valued of any in tbe whole war, since it commemo* 
rates tbe victory of a small, well trained and determined 
British Army over overwhelming numbers of the 

enemy.” 

The conclusion of an Armistice between tbe All e 1 
powers and Germany on 11th November was celebrated 
by a ceremonial parade and leave was opened for ell 
ranks. Regimental Sports were held for men not 
^proceeding on leave. 

An outbreak of glanders among tbe horses of the 
Bemment the last week of November prevented the 
Regiment taking part in the usual Brigade concentration 
near Peshawar, ‘and all animals were kept m worl.ug 
isolation until the end of the, year. The origin of this 
outbreak could not be accurately traced, but probably 
occurred through numerous transport animals belonging 
to contractors engaged in building temporary lines.
